DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


In 1947 the circulation of books and magazines, 
which is the criterion by which we judge the usefulness 
of our Library, has equalled last year’s good record. 

One hundred and five books have been added, 14 
from State Aid, others from Mrs. George D. Kittredge, . 
Mr. W. B. Wood, Mrs. Fred A. Wilson, Miss Bessie J. 
Daniel, Mrs. Bess Wood, Mrs. Orie Raymond Bailey, 
who also gave us “Geographic Magazine” and more pic- 
ture puzzles, and a “History of the Old North Church” 
from Rey. Charles Russell Peck, who is the Vicar there. 

Owing to a new law governing State Aid, by a Bill 
enacted March 12, 1947, we are not eligible to receive 
it. Formerly, small libraries with an appropriation of $1 
or less per citizen, could qualify, but the plan has been 
enlarged to include any library in the State with a 
_ definite project already under way and in need of funds, 
and that can meet requirements which we are not able 
to at present. Therefore, it is most important that the 
appropriation be at least as much as last year’s. 

At the A. L. A. Council in San Francisco last summer 
a resolution was made “that a public library must have 
an appropriation now of not_less than 50 per cent more 
than in 1940 if it is to give to its community a library 
service equal to that given in the pre-war period.” 

We regret the resignation of Mr. N. F. Hooper from 
the Board of Daland Trustees, though he is still a Town 
Trustee. He has served as Treasurer for many years, 
taking over at a time when affairs were in confusion 
owing to complications arising from the death of Trus- 
tees, and when it was impossible to find men civic 
minded enough to undertake the difficult task of getting 
things on an even keel, and I am glad to express publicly 
our gratitude for this service, and acknowledge the in- 
debtedness of the community to Mr. Hooper for his 
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gift of time and strength in administering the Daland 
Fund. 


He is succeeded by Mr. Winthrop B. Wood, a form- | 


er Town Trustee always interested in the welfare of 
the Library. With Mr. Ernest M. Gleason and Mrs. 
Lucia Auryansen we have a Board of Trustees active in 
making the Library a living force for good in the com- 
munity. 

In addition to Mrs. Auryansen’s many benefactions 
to the Town, Church and Library, she has installed an 
oil burner in the Library which will aid in giving more 
uninterrupted service, as it was hard to find a janitor 
who could spend time to stoke a wood furnace properly. 

Mr. Ross is our very efficient janitor now, and his 
wife will be the substitute Librarian. 

May the current year be one of mutual enjoyment 
and cooperation.

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SCHOOL GROWTH 


This past year, the school boards in the towns of 
Amherst, Hollis. Milford, Wilton, Brookline and Mont 
Vernon have been startled by the increased enroll- 
ments in schools. It has been conclusively proven that 
each community in the next two to five years will be 
forced to provide additional space for educational fa- 
cilities for their children. 

The impact of this increased school population is 
being immediately felt in the elementary schools, thus 
making the school committees conscious of the neces- 
sity for building program, either of new construction 
in their respective towns, or additions to their present 
plants. The other alternative is to combine their ef- 
forts on the secondary level of instruction by forming 
a Cooperative School District; thus relieving their 
present buildings of high school pupils and making 
room for this influx of elementary pupils. 

This increase in school population is not peculiar 
to this area alone. It is nation-wide. There will be 
more school children in the United States in the next 
ten to twelve years than ever before. Consequently, 
this school problem is not temporary, but can be looked 
upon as being quite permanent. The over-crowding 
of our present facilities is nothing compared to what 
it will be in the near future. It will grow from. the 
grade schools, move into the high schools, and pass 
on to the colleges. The U. S. birth rate this year is 
approximately 26 per 1000 of population or nearly a 
50% increase over the prewar rate. Thus the year 
1947 is the highest birth year in the history of the 
United States. ° 

The following questions have been posed in the 
aforementioned communities. What can we do? What 
planning should take place so that our children can 
have the very best education possible at a price that 
is within the means of each and every community con- 
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cerned? With these questions in mind, representatives 
from Amherst, Hollis, Milford, Wilton, Brookline and 
Mont Vernon, both laymen and professionals met to 
think together and to formulate a plan of attack on the 
problem. 

In the course of their discussions, it was brought 
out that many of the high schools in these areas are 
too small to offer an adequate, well-rounded program 
of study; thus only skeleton programs are offered. 
They cost much more per pupil than similar programs 
in larger schools, but they have too few teachers to 
make possible a well-balanced program. The boy who 
wants to farm, the girl headed toward office work, and 
the boy preparing for medicine all have the same pro- 
gram. There is little or no music or art education, 
physical education or guidance. Vocational education 
is either lacking or offered in one or two fields at the 
most. Where agriculture is offered boys are often 
forced to take it in order to fill their programs, whether 
it meets their needs or not. Where commercial courses 
are given, all may have to take them to get the units 
of work required for graduation. Often it is necessary 
to assign teachers to work in which they are not pre- 
pared. Rarely are these small schools good in more 
than one or two aspects of the program. There are no 
supervisors or guidance workers to whom teachers 
can refer problem cases. The equipment is meager. 
Makeshift laboratories and shops offer small stimula- 
tion to either gifted or slow pupils. In most cases the 
programs in these small high schools are geared to the 
20% who go on to college, and the other 80% are of- 
fered a program that rarely fits their needs or desires. 

After analyzing each town’s program of studies, 
they found some stronger than others, but in most 
cases it was felt that they were inadequate to do the 
job that present day society demands. It was further 
concluded that in additiom to meeting needs common 
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to all, such as emphasizing reading, arithmetic, and — 


other skills needed for learning, a satisfactory school 


district should provide prevocational and vocational 


education of varied sorts. It would do this through 
supervised work experience programs in industry, mer- 
chandising, farming, etc. Its program should be broad 
enough, too, to give ample preparation to those bound 
for college. It should also provide, in cooperation with 
other agencies, wherever possible, such services and 
aids as health clinics, school lunches, libraries, guid- 
ance, and audio-visual aids. It should keep in touch 
with those who leave school, and provide post-high 
school and adult education. The above could be ac- 
complished only if the school had enough pupils, 
enough teachers, and enough space so that the serv- 
ices could be rendered at a reasonable cost. 

The feasibility of a consolidated school district 
was brought forth and such problems as size of edu- 
cational units, transportation, probable building main- 


tenance costs, sites, etc. were discussed, but no con- 


clusions were drawn. 
The New Hampshire Legislature in its last session 
passed an act permitting school districts to combine 


\ A 


in a Cooperative School District, thus pointing the . 


way to more effective education. A Cooperative 
School District may be organized as a cooperative ele- 
mentary unit; a cooperative secondary unit or both, 
by marjority vote of the qualified voters present and 
voting at annual or special school meetings in each of 
the participating school districts. A cooperative board 
consisting of members from the various school districts 
shall administer the affairs of the school district. Each 
school district will bear its proportionate share of capi- 
tal improvements, such proportion to be determined 
by the ratio that its equalized valuation bears to the 
total equalized valuation within the cooperative school 
district. The costs of operating a cooperative school

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district shall be pro-rated among the local districts in 
proportion that the average daily membership of the 
local district bears to the average daily membership 


. of the cooperative district. New members may be ad- 


mitted to the Cooperative School District and local 
school districts may withdraw, if it is deemed ad- 
visable, according to the regulations laid down in the 
law. Each local district has a part in the formulation 
of policy and procedure through its representative 
member, consequently the democratic principles under 
which our local districts operate are not infringed up- 
on. 

To obtain authorization for a more comprehen- 
sive study of Cooperative School Districts and to bring 
this problem directly to the townspeople, it was felt 


~ that an article in the warrants of the local school dis- 


tricts would be necessary. Consequently, two articles 
have been entered in the school warrants to see what 
action the towns wish to take. It is hoped that the 
towns will adopt these articles to permit careful study . 
of the school needs in the various towns, thus avoiding

ALTERATIONS 


After the last school district meeting, at which ac- 
ceptance of this Building for the Mont Vernon School 
was voted and money voted for alterations, architects 
were consulted relative to changes to be made to make 
the building ready for school purposes. Bids were then 
asked, received and rejected because they were too 
high. 

A revision of plans was then drawn up with several 
alternatives established after the basic necessities had 
been determined. Bids on this set-of plans were asked 
and a contract finally signed. This contract included 
heat, lighting, painting, plastering, and general car- 
penter work. Two major items of importance could not 
be accomplished at that time because available money 
would not permit the expenditure. They were sanding 
and refinishing the floors at the lowest estimate of $369 
and providing a second exit from the second floor room, 
as required by law and which would permit its use as a 
recreation room, at the lowest estimate of $636.

All along, the cost of the water system has been a 
serious handicap to other plans. If the work could have 
been accomplished sooner and the money needed for 
this project known, some other alternative in the plans 
might have been accomplished.

Full acceptance of the alterations has not been made 
to date. The sum of $500 is held in reserve until the job 
is completely satisfactory under the terms of the con- 
tract.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mont Vernon: 


I herewith present my ninth annual report, the 
twenty-ninth in the series. 


Teachers 

A list of teachers is printed elsewhere in this report. 
I need comment here only upon the changes. Miss 
Jenkins was alone last year as teacher of grades 1-5. 
Now she teaches only grades 1-3, and Mrs. Marguerite 
O'Neil has grades 4-6. They respectively have twenty 
and twenty-four pupils. 

Teachers’ salaries have not kept pace with the in- 
creases in other lines. The average salary in New 
Hampshire of all school personnel, men and women, 
is now just under $2,300; while the national average of 
industrial wages is about $2,650. This comparison takes 
no account of the higher professional requirements for 
teaching. In one of the most progressive countries of 
the world, the average teacher receives about twice 
as much as the industrial worker and the training 
period is much longer. I quote the N. A. M. Congress. 
of 1947—“We have placed in the hands of our school 
teachers one of the most important tasks confronting 
us—the job of making patriotic American citizens of 
our children. Let us set ever higher standards for our 
school teachers and pay them proper salaries for the 
important task we have entrusted to them.” The 
C. I. O. and A. F. of L. have expressed similar views. 

As the available supply of teachers is limited, I 
urge you to make funds available to adequately pay 
your teaching staff. The New Hampshire P. T. A. 
President calls attention to the small number of teacher 
college graduates and urges increased compensation. 
Retirement, marriage and other reasons may cause a 
hundred elementary grade openings in this State. 
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Changes may result in a hundred other cases. Finances 
certainly will not produce teachers if none are to be 
had, but will help if any desirable candidate is avail- 
able. 


Costs 

Trends in school costs are upward. I give you the 
per pupil school costs for this Union, so that you may 
know the facts. Whether the upward trend is too little 
or too much, I leave to your judgment as you compare 
these costs with the costs of every other item in your 
living. |

Needs 

For convenience of operation, the door from the 
Primary Room should enter into the main corridor. As 
it is now, pupils have to pass through the other school 
room to reach the toilets, cloakrooms or to the outdoors. 

The new State-Aid law contains a statement that 
aid is “for equalizing educational opportunity and im- 
proving the public elementary and high schools.” It 
was not intended to reduce the cost to the towns, but 
to help them meet rising costs and to help them im- 
prove their services. In this Union of five towns, there 
are two school nurses working on a part-time basis. 
There are three music teachers on full-time or part- 
time work. There is no art or handwriting supervisor. 
This Union, through increased State Aid now avail- 
able, could improve its service by employment of a 
full-time school nurse, a full-time music teacher or 
possibly two, an art teacher, and the employment of 
expert handwriting service on a part-time basis. These 
items should be union-wide and as a unit. We need 
integration of efforts without dulling the endeavors 
of any individual community. There are now too many 
people concerned with the program to affect too defi- 
nite a responsibility. As the superintendent has in- 
fluence in all the Union, so should the field workers 
who work under his guidance and direction. 


Gratitude 

This school district is grateful for the excellent and 
extensive services of the late Mrs. Annie Perham. She 
served you faithfully and well for about thirty years, 
either as school board member or treasurer. Her school 
duties were among the last to be relinquished just prior 
to her death. “Good and faithful servant” is very ap- 
plicable in this case. 
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Again I am very grateful to all who have contri- 
buted to the success of the school. I pay especial trib- 
ute to the teachers and to the School Board. An ad- 
mirable spirit of cooperation has pervaded all our 
efforts. |

FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 


The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of drouth 
and forest fire occurrence in eastern United States his- 
tory. Lack of water ruined crops, lowered water levels 
and dried up brooks everywhere. Three months of de- 
ficient rainfall and abnormally high temperatures re- 
sulted in many fires which were mostly well controlled 


and kept within bounds. Only the high winds begin-— 


ning on October 23rd caused a few fires to escape 
beyond immediate control. These few fires resulted in 
burning some 15,000 acres and the loss of 63 or more 
buildings in four New Hampshire towns. 

All October fires were costly. They burned deeply 


in the ground and required day and night patrol of 


large crews of men until the rains came late in October. 
Towns which escaped from serious fires might easily 
have been in the midst of the most serious conflagrations 
we had. 3 

Governor Dale closed the woods effective at mid- 
night of October 15th. With the blow-up of October 
23rd, a second proclamation closed all back roads and 
authorized towns to inaugurate patrol. The effect of 
this was to cut down subsequent fires for the rest of the 
dry period. 

Local fire warden forces performed an admirable 
job to hold the more than 200 fires that occurred during 


this October period. Many men were taxed to the ut- 


most as the emergency continued. To them and all 
those who did their work, the people of New Hamp- 
shire owe a debt of gratitude. The state forest fire con- 
trol agency based on local town wardens and town 
crews wherever adequately equipped rose to the occa- 
sion and met the test in whatever town their services 
were needed. 

It is now time to take stock everywhere of our fire 
fighting facilities for the season ahead and to make them 
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adequate where necessary. To this end town fire plans 
and training programs for wardens, deputies and other 
key men in each district are being arranged or in 
progress. If equipment and tools are insufficient prop- 
erly to equip the available man power in each commun- 
ity with the right tools for the job, they should be pro- 
vided for at once. The yearly addition of fire tools to 
the town supply will generally need to be built up. The 
state sells tools to the towns and shares one-half their 
cost. Good equipment is important and can help greatly 
to keep both damage and fire costs at a minimum. 

For many years we have requested our wardens not 
to issue burning permits except on rainy days. This 
regulation will be in effect again this year as it is one 
of the best means of assuring such fires from getting out 
of control. Nine out of every ten fires can be prevented, 
98 per cent of all fires being due to human carelessness. 
Be sure to get a permit for any fire in or near woodland 
when the ground is free from snow. Be sure your fires 
are always out before you leave them. Help us in 
getting the travelling public to keep from throwing out 
lighted matches or cigarettes. Be careful of all fires in 
or near woodland.
